The brightness 
of the sky on 
clear, moonless nigh t is one of the 
mysteries astronom ers are trying to 
explain. 
The stare appear to shine 
from a slightly lum inous background, 
and in a recent paper G. J. Burns, a 
B ritish astronom er, considered that 
the total light may be roughly taken 
as equal to th at of 1000 first m agni­ 
tude stars, while the light of all stars 
visible at one tim e has been estimated 
as equal 
only to th a t 
of 70 first 
m agnitude stars. 
A common theory 
is th a t the light of the sky is due to 
telescopio stare. 
If this were the sole 
cause, however, the lum inosity should 
dim inish near the horizon, 
but in ­ 
stead an increase 
in brightness is 
plainly 
perceptible. 
T his 
and a 
variability in the brightness observed 
at different tim es m ight be explained 
by assuming th a t the sk y ’s lum inosity 
is partly due to a stratum ot lu m in ­ 
ous particles at a moderate distance 
from the earth. 
The origin of the diam ond has been 
long in dispute. 
When the stone 3 of 
South Afrioa were traced from the 
river gravels to the “ blue g ro u n d ” — 
an agglomerate filling the pipes of 
old volcanoes—it was supposed that 
the real m atrix had been discovered, 
but it has since appeared th at the 
diam onds were picked up by this rook 
from an older rook pierced by the 
volcanic eruptions. 
The governm ent 
geologist of New South Wales has 
uow described a small diam ond from 
a dolerite dyke, finding the assum p­ 
tion justified 
th at the crystal was 
actually formed in this igneous rook 
as it cooled 
or solidified 
from a 
molten state. 
Soap to which from one to five per 
cent of naphtha 
acids 
have been 
added is recom mended by a German 
chemist 
as a 
ready 
destroyer of 
virulent disease germs. 
The use ot windmills for generating 
electric cu rrent has given favorable 
results in the tests ¡for the Danish 
G overnment made at Askow by Prof. 
La Cour. 
The four-wing wheel proves 
to be the best form. 
With such a 
wheel having 15 square yards of su r­ 
face, he obtained two 
horse-power 
trom a wind of 20 feet per second, 
and ten horse power from a wind of 
35 feet per second. 
As reserve power 
when there is no wind, a small petrol 
motor has been more satisfactory and 
less expensive than a storage battery. 
The Askow plant cost $4700, 
in c lu d ­ 
ing land, and the annual expense of 
operation is $165. 
I t feeds 450 in ­ 
candescent 
lamps, 
with 
some arc 
lamps and motors. 
A sm aller outfit, 
costing about $1000, is recommended 
for farm purposes, and a num ber of 
these windmill 
electric plants aro 
already run ning in Denmark. 
The radium -collecting 
laboratory 
of Prot. 
Batelii, 
s t the 
mineral 
springs of Ban G inluano, near Pisa, 
is an experim ent whose outcome will 
be awaited with interest. 
The rad io ­ 
active water is continuously pumped 
into a vacuum receptacle about 30 
feet above the spring, and th is separ­ 
ates the gas—consisting of carbonic 
anhydride 
and 
nitrogen 
carrying 
praotioally all of the radium em ana­ 
tion—and conducts it to a gasometer, 
while the water escapes through a d is­ 
charge pipe. 
The gas is then liqu e­ 
fied by a compression in a brass re­ 
tainer. 
As it is drawn off by a sto p­ 
cock, most of the anhydride is left 
behind, and the rest is removbd by 
caustio soda solution, the gas then 
rem aining 
being 
filtered 
through 
pumice soaked in su lp hu ric acid to 
abstract the water, and finally cooled 
in a bath of liquid air. 
This liq u e­ 
fies the radium em anation, when the 
nitrogen is passed off through a tube. 
The roaring beard when the hand 
covers the ear has been traced hy a 
physiological 
experim enter 
to the 
muscles of the palm and arm when at 
work. 
The sound was absent when 
the ear was closed by a book, and the 
roaring became louder as the tension 
of the muscles was increased. 
Q uite 
violent [explosions, 
with 
sparks and flashes of light, have been 
noticed by H err Doermer on bamraer- 
lug calcium on an anvil, and the pre­ 
sence of ru st on the iron seemed to 
increase the explosibiiity. 
One sug­ 
gestion is 
th a t absorbed hydrogen 
might produce the phenomenon. 
Dr. 
O hmann has made extensive observa­ 
tions which indicate th at the explos­ 
ion is due to a vaporization of the 
metal near the edge, where the pres­ 
sure is greatest, and a com bination of 
the vapor with atm ospberio oxygen. 
In pure oxygen the flashes were much 
more brilliant. 
S im ilar results were 
obtained with other metals, Bodiuin 
and 
potassium 
yielding 
colored 
flames, 
lithium 
em itting 
b rillian t 
flashes with a report and spaiks, and 
powdered alum inum and muguesium 
giving sparks without explosiou. 


The hydraulic power now usod in 
Switzerland 
for 
ru nn in g 
electric 
plants is estimated at more than 225,­ 
000 horse power, of which 40 per cent 
is employed for electric lighting, 13 
per cent for traction, 23 per cent tor 
electrolytic work, and 21 per ceut for 
motors. 
Even with this work doDe 
by water, the imports of foreign coal 


am ounts to nearly $2,000,000 annually. 
C ontinued increase in electric plants 
is thus assured, and a projected one 
in the Bernese Oberland 
promises 
40,000 horse power, while others are 
expected to follow to supply the 150,­ 
000 horse power needed by the ra il­ 
roads. 
A hydro-electric plant on the 
R hine near N nm pf is to have a 230- 
foot head of water, with a canal 15 
miles long to lead the water from the 
dam to the tu rb in e station. 
A novel 
burglar alarm made in 
Berlin consists of a sm all box co n­ 
taining a dry battery with at! electric 
bell on top. 
The appaiatus is fasten­ 
ed on the door above the key, and 
contacts are so arranged 
th at any 
attem pt to tu rn the key or open the 
door rings the bell. 
If desired, the 
bell can be placed at a distance, as 
in the usual form of alarm.

NIGHT CHANGED TO DAY. 


Wonderful Searchlight Drill to be 
Seen at the Jamestown Exposi­ 
tion Next Year. 


Poking their long Ungers of light 
into every corner of H am pton roads, 
and 
illum inating 
every 
detail ot 
cloudland, 
searchlights 
will make 
night as bright as day du rin g the 
Jam estow n Exposition, wbioh is to he 
held next year at Sew ell’s Point, near 
Norfolk, Va. 
J u s t across H am pton roads from 
Sew ell’s P o in t is Fortress Monroe, 
which is equipped 
with 
powerful 
searchlights, 
by means of which a 
newspaper 
can he read 
five miles 
away. 
Every warship at the Navai 
Rendezvous next year will also have 
searchlights, some of which are so 
powerful as to require a speoial engine 
to generate their electricity. 
Among 
the largest of these is th a t ju st su p ­ 
plied to the new battleship, 
C on­ 
necticut. 
The Jens of this searchlight 
is more than five feet across. 
When 
the maximum power is being used the 
ligtbs have an intensity of sixty th o u ­ 
sand candle power, and its rays can 
be thrown seveiai miles. 
Searoblights were originally adopted 
to find torpedo boats at night. 
They 
aie now used for signalling, to dis 
cover a man overboard, to aid naviga­ 
tion, and for many other purposes. 
When a man falls overboard from one 
of the great ships at sea, the search­ 
light is at once turned upon him, 
and the. ray is held there u ntil he is 
picked up by the boats. 
In signalling a sh u tte r is attached 
to the searchlight. This alternately 
in terru pts and prolongs or shortens 
the period during which the light is 
visiblo. 
By this means the operator 
is able to telegraph forty miles, using 
any telegraph code. 
In Manila h a r­ 
bor, du rin g the insurrection, messages 
were frequently sent more than forty 
miles, 
by using the clouds as re ­ 
flectors. 
This system can be used on 
oioudless nights, but the signals can­ 
not be seen so tar. 
The searobligbt 
is also used in signalling on the same 
principle as wig-wag flags. 
Searchlight d rills take place when­ 
ever a squadron lies in harbor. Steam 
launohes, 
to 
represent 
attacking 
torpedo boats, are sent out from the 
vessels, with instructions to return 
under full speed, each launch striving 
to get as close as possible w ithout 
being 
discovered. 
M eantim e 
the 
searchlights are so direoted as to have 
their rays skim every square of water 
within the lig h t’s range. 
Sometimes, 
even u n der this severe glare of light, 
the boats succeed iu reaching theii 
ships. 
In actual war th is would, ol 
course, result iu the ann ihilation of 
the war vessel. 
V isitors to the Jam estow n E xposi­ 
tion will have an o pp ortunity to see 
searchlight d rills on a scale never be­ 
fore attem pted.

StocktoD Record. 
I t was the D utch! Em m a Le Doux 
had a set to with the Germans this 
m orning and came off badly worsted, 
j I t will be remembered th a t when 
the tim e for passing sentence on Mrs 
Le D oux came up in co urt about a 
m onth ago the defense moved for a 
new trial, and in support of that 
motion attorney C. H. F airall in tro ­ 
duced affidavits of Messrs M urphy 
and Sm ith, in which they swore that 
ju ror R itter had talked with them of 
the Le Doux case durin g the trial 
and had told them th at he intended 
to hang the woman. 
This caused no 
small sensation, which was prolonged 
by the tact th at Mr R itter had gone 
E ast on a visit and was n ot expected 
home u n til the first of this month. 
Accordingly the m atter was continued 
un til this forenoon. 
When the matter came up before 
Jud ge 
N utter F rid ay m orning his 
courtroom 
was 
again 
packed 
by 
spectators, nearly all of whom were 
women. 
Mis LeDoux was gowned all 
in black, and she appeared consider­ 
ably more fleshy than when she was 
previously in court. 
She also seemed 
pale, but that may have been due to 
her long confinement in a h alf-ligh t­ 
ed cell. 
She acted subdued, but gave 
no appearance of being disconcerted 
or discouraged. 
The 
d istric t 
a tto rn e y ’s office at 
once overwhelmed the defense with 
affidavits. 
F irst cam» Mr R itte r’s, in 
which he denied totally and at great 
length th at he had discussed the Le 
Doux case or any-feature of it with 
M urphy ot Sm ith, or any one else, 
during the trial, or th at he had even 
spoken of the case to either of them.

Then came the affidavit of E. Fim - 
bel, saloon keeper at E in trach t Bark, 
in which th e affiant stated th at he 
and R itter were Germans, and that 
R itte r’s reputation for truth , veracity 
and being close-mouthed was good, 
and in which he denied that R itter 
and S m ith had been together in his 
barroom at any tim e durin g the Le 
Doux trial. 
H e also denied 
that 
Ritter bad spoken to him or in his 
presence of the case during the trial. 
He said be knew R itter well, and that 
the latter frequently visited his b ar­ 
room, as did Sm ith. 
C ouncilm an George H. H eim a n n ’s, 
M. Kiuser, Charles Messersmith and 
William 
B arnickol 
made affidavits 
that they knew Mr R itter, and th a t 
all three were Germans. 
They also 
contributed to Mr R itte r's good ch ar­ 
acter a u d i o Mr M urphy’s bad rep u ta­ 
tion for tru th and veracity. 
They 
declared that M urphy was h air-b rain ­ 
ed, 
rattle-weeded 
and 
half-baked, 
without good sense or good wits. 
It 
was a disastrous inning for M urphy. 
W. R. Thresher also took a fail out 
of M urphy’s character for tru th te l l­ 
ing, and said good words for Mr. 
R itter. 
Sheritt W. F. Sibley made affidavit 
that Mr Sm ith was a colored man and 
an ex-convict having been sent to 
prison from Merced county. 
Then 
the people rested and the defense 
appeared tired. 
C. H. Fairall, 
attorney for the d e ­ 
fense, asked for tim e in whiob to se­ 
cure affidavits to support the re p u ta ­ 
tions of Messrs M urphy and S m ith. 
Judge N utter said th a t he did not 
want the case to drag any longer and 
th at he would give the defense until 
this afternoon to present its affidavits.

We Emphatically Protest. 
The action of the republican county 
central committee in the appoint­ 
ment of delegates to the state and 
district conventions, and the entail- 
ment of needless hardship upon the 
republicans of the county, by the 
selection of a town distant from the 
centre of population as the place for 
holding the party convention for the 
nomination of a county ticket, was 
received with mingled feeling of sur­ 
prise, indignation and dismay by 
republicans throughout the county. 
Surprise—that a body of men seleoted 
merely and solely for the purpose of 
setting the party 
machinery in 
motion, should presume to exercise 
such imperial powers as to usurp the 
functions of the party, and appoint 
themselves delegates as the embodi­ 
ment of the sentiment of republicans 
generally. 
Indignation — that the 
masses of republican voters should 
be branded with humiliation by such 
unprecedented and high-handed pro­ 
ceedings. 
Dismay—because of the 
harmful effect such arbitrary methods 
are calculated to exert upon the 
particular candidates they were in­ 
tended to help, and also beeause ot 
the tendency to injure the candidates 
upon the republican ticket. 
The 
Ledger would be untrue to itself, and 
unworthy of the confidence of its 
supporters, were it to remain silent 
in the presence of this new and para­ 
mount issue that has beeu so audaci­ 
ously flaunted in the face of the 
republican party. Stalwart republi­ 
cans who have struggled tor a genera­ 
tion to advance the interests of the 
party in Amador county, who follow­ 
ed its banner through deteat and 
victory, who have seen it grow from 
a thing of small beginnings to the 
dominant sentiment of the county, 
and who, moreover, have unfalter­ 
ingly worked for its ascendancy in 
the local government, are staggered 
for the time being at this crowning 
assault from the house ol its friends; 
while political enemies are corres­ 
pondingly elated at the stupendous 
blunder of their opponents. 
To be otherwise than outspoken in 
denunciation ot such action might be 
interpreted as an endorsement of or 
submission to the acts of dictator­ 
ship, and therefore republicans in 
every town and nook of Amador are 
talking aloud. And we greatly mis­ 
take the spirit of republicans general­ 
ly if tney tamely submit to this 
treatment. 
The circumstances call 
for action as well as words. 
Some­ 
thing must be done—and quickly 
done— to thwart the scheme of the 
schemers. 
It behooves republicans 
to assert the authority that belongs 
to them, and which they have never 
delegated to a county committee. 
To this end republicans are invited 
to meet in Jackson, on Monday, next 
August 13, to consider the situation, 
and take steps, if need be, to call 
primaries throughout the county for 
the election of delegates to state 
and district convention, to contest 
the seats of the self appointed delega­ 
tion. 
The retirement of the old-fogy no­ 
tion that the jury is th* exclusive 
judge of the facts, and that the appel­ 
late court will not interfere with a 
verdict on the ground of insufficient 
evidence to support it, is a decided 
step in advance. 
Why a judgment 
should be reversed on the ground of 
technicalities, and the essential facts 
should be regarded as beyond the field 
of review by the higher court, has 
aiways seemed a conundrum. 
The 
Staples’ decision has effectually sat 
upon that absurd doctrine. But it 
would hejjustjas well for the higher 
conrt to go a little further, and in­ 
clude the findings of fact by the judge 
of the trial court as also subject to 
review and correction. These findings 
sometimes hide away little jokers 
that do not tally with the real .facts 
While they are considered immune 
from investigation, the trial judge is 
pretty much supreme. This immunity 
ought to go with its twin doctrine of 
the inviolability of 
sion of the evidence.

Boomerang Politics. 
Even from the narrow view point 
of selfish interests the attempt by 
appointment of delegates, to help the 
candidacy of Gillett for governor, 
was not only unfair, but impolitic 
and unwise. 
Of course, the spirit 
that actuated the course ot the 
central committee was a determina­ 
tion to have a solid delegation for 
Gillett at the Santa Ctuz convention. 
This was the program mapped out and 
carried out iu defiance of precedents 
and regardless of .consequence. 
To 
keep, in close touch with the rank 
and file of the voters is the path of 
wisdom. 
To travel at right angles 
with that path is to court disaster. 
In defense ot the appointment of dele­ 
gates, it is urged that other counties 
have done likewise; that the com­ 
mittee acted within the law in so 
doing. When pressed for the parti­ 
cular law, we are referred to the call 
issued by the state central committee 
calling for a state convention, and 
apportioning the delegates thereto. 
The truth is, the oall ot the state 
committee confers no authority what 
ever upon the various county com 
mittees, beyond informing them of 
the time and place for holding the 
state convention, and the number of 
delegates allotted to the respective 
counties. We have searched the elec­ 
tion laws of the state, and fail to 
find any provision that can be twist­ 
ed into an authorization of the 
appointment of delegates by the 
central committee. 
As for the plea 
ol the state oommittee’s call, that is 
tudge. 
The republican party of 
Amador 
county, 
in 
convention 
assembled is the creator of the local 
county central committee, and to 
that supreme power aloue are they 
responsible. 
And powers other than 
those expressly conferred and neces­ 
sarily implied, are reserved by the 
creating body. 
What would be 
thought of a national committee were 
it to meet in some out-of-the way 
place, without previous notice of 
their intention, and proceed to select 
delegates from every state in the 
Union to compose a national conven­ 
tion tor the nomination of a president 
and vice president of the United 
States. 
Furthermore suppose the 
state central committee should arbi­ 
trarily appoint delegates from every 
county in the state to form a state 
convention to nominate full state, 
congressional and legislative tickets. 
Think you, oh ye far-sighted actors, 
who for the moment strut across the 
political checkerboard, that such ex­ 
amples of bossism would be tolerated 
by the masses uf the party. 
What 
would self-respecting members of the 
party do under such conditions? 
What could they do in vindication 
of their inherent rights and self­ 
respect? Why they would repudiate 
the iutroduotioD of such czar-like 
methods, by either calling a conven­ 
tion of their own authorized repre­ 
sentatives, or in default of this step, 
they would be disposed to rebuke 
such arrogance at the polls. 
They 
would simply retort. 
“ Here, you 
have assumed.prerogatives never del­ 
egated, you have put up candidates 
without our assistance, now eleot 
them without us.” 
That is the 
natural and logical outcome of such 
methods. 
Let us suppose that the 
committeemen assume a [more ex­ 
treme stand, and say practically, 
“ Whereas, we have been elected by 
the republican or democratic conven­ 
tion (as the case may be) as a com­ 
mittee to look after the party inter­ 
ests; and 
Whereas* we have ideas of our own 
as to the candidates that should be 
selected for the various state offices; 
and 
Whereas, we are considerably in 
doubt, whether our personal ideas on 
such matters, are in accord with 
the views of a majority of the party 
adherents; therefore, 
Resolved, that we will not trust 
the party that trusted us. 
Resolved, that we are the party, 
and that we hereby elect ourselves as 
representatives to work out our ideas 
of party matters at the state conven­ 
tion. ” 
Practically, that is what the act of 
the local committee means. Personally 
the delegates are uuobjectional. We 
have no fault to find with them, and 
under different conditions would 
cordially endorse them as competent 
and suitable. But as the case stands 
we decidedly object. 
Neither Gillett nor any other mau 
can afford to take the risks of being 
nominated by such methods. 
It 
would inevitably|cost any man, no 
matter hew worthy in himself, thou­ 
sands of votes. To stifle the voice of 
the people who are depended upon to 
furnish the votes to carry the candi­ 
date to victory is not the straight 
path to success. 
We remember years ago Estee was 
nominated by machine methods. He 
was forced upon the people, because 
the “ push” wanted him. 
But when 
the votes were counted, it was found 
that the head of the ticket was count­ 
ed out, while the balance of the re­ 
publican nominees were elected by 
overwhelming majorities.

Judge Nutter Ordered That She Be 


Hanged At San Quentin October 


19th. 
Stockton Record. 
“ And it is tbe judgment ot the 
court that you be hanged by the ueck 
until you are dead. 
The court now 
issues tbe death warrant and fixes tbe 
time fcr the execution upon Friday 
October lb, 1906, between the hours 
of 6 o’clock in the morning and noon 
at the State Prison at San Quentin.” 
With tlusbed face and heaving 
breast, Emma LeDoux, convicted ot 
Stockton’s sensational trunk murder 
in which Albort N. McVlcar was the 
victim, heard the words from Judge 
W. B. Nutter condemning her to 
death last Tuesday. 
The iron nerve of the remarkable 
little woman did not fail her at tbe 
crucial moment. 
Except lor a tinge 
of colbring which leaped to her 
cheeks, and, rapidly rising and tail­ 
ing bosom, she remained the same 
self-possessed women that she was 
throughout the whole nerve-wrecking 
trial. 
. 
After sentence was pronounced, the 
death warrant delivered to the sheriff 
and the court adjourned, Mrs Le­ 
Doux arose from her chair and ac­ 
companied by deputy sheriff Mark 
Smith, started from the courtroom. 
She walked with a firm step and her 
old characteristic swagger swing. 
In Judge Nutter’s chamber at the 
rear of the courtroom, she met her 
mother, Mrs Mary Head. Mrs Head 
did not dare trust herself in the 
courtroom. 
She could not bear to 
bear the santeuoe of doom passed 
upon her daughter. 
With wan face 
and dry eyes, she awaited in the 
little anteroom to hear the news and 
meet her daughter. 
As soon as she caught sight of her 
mother, Mrs Le Doux’s face broke 
into a smile and she fairly leaped 
into the arms of Mrs Head. 
Mother 
and child kissed each other affection­ 
ately, spoke a few words of cheer and 
then parted. 
Emma LeDoux was then taken to 
the county jail, where she will re­ 
main, pending an appeal. Judge Nut­ 
ter has granted the defense until 
October 15, to prepare a bill of ex­ 
ceptions. 
The announcement that Mrs Le­ 
Doux would probably be sentenced 
this morning drew a crushing crowd 
to the courtroom. 
As during the 
trial, the women were in the major­ 
ity. 
They half hoped to see the 
convicted woman break down, but 
were given a disappointment. 
Further consideration of attorney 
Fairall’s motion for a new trial upon 
the ground of the alleged misconduct 
of juror A. C. Ritter, was first taken 
up. 
The prosecution then took a hand 
in the battle ot affidavits. 
Assistant 
district attorney George F. MoNoble 
then read affidavits, signed by the 
twelve jurors who convicted Mrs Le 
Donx, in which they testified that 
they had not discussed the case either 
before or dnring the trial and that 
they has not formed any opinion 
before or during the trial and that 
they had not formed any opinion 
before they retired to the juryroom. 
“ We submit the motion for a new 
trial without further argument,” an 
nounced Mr McNoble. 
Judge Nutter then denied the 
motion for a new trial. Jn doing so 
he stated that the gentlemen who 
served upon the jury were each 
known to the court personally. 
He 
said that they were not only respect­ 
ed but representative citizens, that 
he had noticed them during the trial 
and observed that they had paid strict 
attention to ail of the evidence, argu­ 
ment and rulings of the court. The 
court then found that the accusations 
made by Charles it'. Murphy and Will­ 
iam II. Smith were untrue. 
Then a tew minutes of dreadful 
suspense followed. 
Judge Nutter 
beid a conference with judge Frank 
H. Smith, who sat on the bench with 
him. Emma Le Doux looked long 
and intently upon the pale faoe of 
Judge Nutter. 
The spectators were 
hushed by a nervous strain. 
Then 
came the command of the court. 
“ Emma LeDoux, stand up!” 
The face of the defendant flushed 
crimson as she arose beside her coun­ 
sel, and Judge Nutter iu a calm uud 
passionless voice began sounding her 
doom. After the fatal words were 
piouounced she again resumed her 
seat. 
“ Order in the court!” thundered 
the bailiff. 
But the words were unnecessary. 
There was no demonstration. 
Just 
as judge Nutter passed the death war­ 
rant to the clerk of the conrt with 
instructions to attest it, a babe in the 
rear of the court began to prattle. It 
was quickly hushed by the mother. 
Mrs LeDoux will not go to San 
Quentin until after the supreme 
court rules upon the appeal of attor­ 
ney Fairall. 
Judge Nutter granted 
the defense until October 15th to pre­ 
pare his bill of exceptions. 
As soon 
as that is prepared and approved by 
the court, Mr Fairall will fils an 
appeal. 
The appeal suspends the judgment 
of the court, but it will not be neces­ 
sary for judge Nutter to ro-sentence 
the woman in case ot a postponement. 
If the supreme court deuies the ap­ 
peal tor a uew trial, judge Nutter 
will merely fix another date tor the 
execution. 
The supreme court and the governor 
are now all that stands between 
Emma LeDoux and the scaffold.

A Needed Reform. 
In view of the tendency toward the 
exercise of arbitrary power which has 
doveioped in political committees, it 
seems to us absolutely essential for 
tbo welfare of the republican party for 
the forthcoming county convention 
to lay down rules and limitations tor 
the guidance ot that body. The fact 
is, heretofore, tbe central committee 
has been left entirely to its own good 
judgment as to its powers. 
They 
have never been defined by the party 
in convention. The good sense of 
the members, combined 
with the 
knowledge that auy imprudent act in 
committing the party, will m ili­ 
tate agaiDst party success, is unsually 
a sufficient restraint. But cases will 
occur when personal ends are placed 
above the welfare of the party, aud 
hence the need of rules tor committee 
government that are plain and in­ 
capable of being misunderstood. We 
would suggest a few salutary rules, 
that seem applicable. 
1st. That no person holding any 
salaried office, under federal, state 
or county government, be eligible as 
a member of the county central com­ 
mittee. 
2d. 'That wh9n a member of the 
committee accepts any office of 
emolument, he be required to at once 
resign trom the county committee, 
the vacancy so created to be filled by 
the other members of the committee. 
3d. 
All meetings of the conuty 
central comittee shall be held only 
after public notice in at least one 
county newspaper. 
And meetings 
must in all oases be held with open 
doors, and members of the party may 
freely express their views upon 
matters under discussion. 
4. The committee shall not under 
any circumstances appoint any person 
or persons as delegates to state or 
county, or township conventions. 
5. A member of the committee may 
give his proxy to another member of 
the committee, to represent him at 
any meeting of the committee; but in 
no case shall a non-members be 
admitted to a voice in the delibera­ 
tions of the committee on a proxy. 
6. This committee is not to be re­ 
garded as the exclusive, or final 
arbiter in the matter of recommenda­ 
tions for appointments to office. 
With only one application for ap­ 
pointment, the chairman and other 
members as such, are free to make 
recommendations to the appointing 
power. Where there are two or more 
applicants for the same otfice, the 
chairman is prohibited from committ­ 
ing the party of the entire county by 
affixing his signature as such to any 
petition. Buch contested application 
shall be settled solely by the residents 
of the locality concerned.

Persons who should have known bet­ 
ter thought Westinghouse visionary 
when they were told that he proposed 
to stop a train by air. Nobody seem­ 
ed inclined to let him try lii« plan on 
a real train, but they did not object to 
his working a model of it in a shop 
where he couldn't do any harm or in­ 
volve anybody else in expense. 
He 
knew his scheme would work, but he 
could not make any one else believe it. 
So he continued to sell his invention 
for replacing derailed cars on the 
tracks and to talk about his brake to 
any railroad man who was willing to 
listen. 
“Well, have you ever stopped a train 
with this air thing of yours?” they 
would ask. 
No, he couldn’t say that he had done 
so. Nobody would let him try it even 
on a train of dump cars. 
One day he arrived in Pittsburg, sell­ 
ing his other invention and talking 
about his brake notion to a man con­ 
nected with a railroad out there. 
“That’s a great idea of yours,* said 
the man. “We will try it on our line.” 
So the officials of this railroad per­ 
mitted Westinghouse to put his new’ 
“kickshaw” on one of their trains. 
B ut he had to agree to indemnify the 
road for any damage that might be 
caused to the train as the result of the 
trials. 
The train was equipped. 
On 
the designated day the confident in­ 
ventor and a group of skeptical rail­ 
way men boarded the train on which 
the first air brakes w’ere fixed. 
Off 
went the train on its trial trip. The en­ 
gineer put on full speed, and just as 
he had rounded a curve he saw ahead, 
a t a grade crossing and in the middle 
of the track, a loaded wagon, a man 
and a boy and a balky horse. The en­ 
gineer moved his little lever, and the 
first train that was ever stopped by 
air pulled up at a standstill several 
feet short of the obstruction. 
Thus, on its first trial, the Westing­ 
house air brake saved life and prevent­ 
ed damage to property. Thenceforward 
talking was unnecessary; all that had 
to be done was to make brakes. The 
inventor thought of that clause secur­ 
ing compensation to the railroad for 
any damage he might do to the train, 
and he laughed. 
His fortune dated 
from that day. 
He was then only 
twenty-two.—Arthur W arren in Suc­ 
cess.

One Side of His Body A lw a y s S tron gs* 
Tlian tk c Other. 
The popular belief is that the left 
side is w’eaker than the right, and, as 
in all popular beliefs,- there is much 
truth in this. In most cases, says the 
Grand Magazine, the right arm is de­ 
cidedly stronger than the left, the 
bones are larger and the muscles more 
vigorous. 
When we come to consider the lower 
limbs, however, we find a precisely op­ 
posite state of affairs; the left leg Is 
stronger than the right in the great 
majority of cases. This want of sym­ 
metry is noticeable all through the 
body. 
Nine times out of ten we see 
better with one eye than with the oth­ 
er and hear better with the left than 
with the right ear, or vice versa. 
Not only so, an injury to the body—u 
buru or a out, for instance—causes 
more pain on one side than it vvould 
were it inflicted on the other. 
Even 
diseases attack one side on their first 
onset in preference to the other. Ecze­ 
ma, varicose veins, sciatica and even 
tuberculosis begin invariably to mani­ 
fest themselves on our weaker side. 
A blistering plaster, too, will provoke 
an eruption only if applied to the right 
side in certain individuals; in others 
only if applied to the loft side. 
The simplest way, apparently, of dis­ 
covering which is our weaker side is to 
observe which side we lie upon by 
preference when in bed, as it is cer­ 
tain that we will instinctively adopt 
the attitude which is most agreeable, 
or, rather, which causes the least in­ 
convenience. 
In other words, we will 
lie upon tlie side the muscles of which, 
being more vigorous, are less sensible 
to tlie pressure upon them of the 
weight of the body. 
Statistics and observation go to prove 
that in about three eases out of four 
it is the left side which is tlie weaker, 
thus giving reason to the popular dic­ 
tum. Curiously enough, however, pneu­ 
monia, it has been noticed, uulike most 
diseases, usually attacks at first the 
right—that is to say, tlie stronger—side 
of the body.

AMERICAN GIRL WHO MARRIED 
A FRENCHMAN- NOW IN 
DIPLOMATIC SWIM. 


French Ambassador at W ashington 
Given Position Largely on Account 
of Wife’s Nativity—New Embassy 
Building Projected. 
How much a wife can do to help 
her husband in a public career is con­ 
vincingly proven by the married life 
of Madame Jusserand, the American 
wife of the French Ambassador at 
Washington. 
Indeed M. Jusserand 
was selected by the Government of 
France to act as the accredited agent 
of our sister republic at Uncle Sam's 
headquarters largely because of the 
fact that he had an American wife 
who It was believed 
->uld be of 
great assistance to him in handling 
any negotiations which might have to 
be carried on between the two na­ 
tions. 
Madame Jusserand, although Am­ 
erican born, spent most of her life, 
up to the time of her marriage, m 
France. That she was thus an exile 
from the land of the Stars and Stripes 
was due to the fact that her father, 
Mr. Richards, was an American bank­ 
er in Paris, and thus his business In­ 
terests compelled him to reside al­ 
most continuously at the French cap­ 
ital. His daughter was educated on 
the banks of the Seine and speaks 
French quite as readily as she does 
English. 
Her husband has a great admiration 
for the American people—possibly be­ 
cause he Is so fond of his wife.' He 
Is an author of note and has trans­ 
lated several American 11 erary works 
into French. 
Prior to coming to 
Washington, M. Jusserand and his wife 
resided in Copenhagen, the capital of 
Denmark, where M. Jusserand acted 
as the envoy of his government. 
His promotion to W ashington was a 
decided advance in rank and carries 
with it a big increase in salary. 
AN INSEPARABLE COUPLE. 
Both 51. Jusserand and his Yankee 
helpmate are very genial and hospit­ 
able, but they are manifestly much 


However, !the government at Paris 
recently purchased a good-sized tract 
of ground in the most desirable sec­ 
tion of W ashington and will erect 
thereon a splendid embassy home of 
its own. 
Madame Jusserand being 
an American woman and thoroughly 
conversant with the wants of Arner- 
can women and Yankee conditions of 
life in general has been able to give 
the French architect who journeyed 
from Paris many valuable pointers as 
to designing the new house and she 
will be able to select the furnishings, 
etc., with far greater ease and suc­ 
cess than could a Frenchwoman not 
in touch with American ways. 


INSURANCE SIDE LIGHTS. 


Methods Employed for Gouging the 
Hard Worked Agent. 
During the recent scandal and the 
airing of insurance methods in general 
which followed, one of the tenderest 
spots of that business was left un­ 
touched. It is the system known In 
the parlance of industrial insurance 
workers as “arrears and advances.” 
The taking of arrears and advances 
occurs weekly on the book of every 
agent, when the agent must pay for 
each week on every policy which is 
beyond the grace period allowed by the 
company, namely “four weeks.” 
Superficially it - old appear easy 
to obey the company’s rules or—sup­ 
posed rules: but the cancelling of a 
policy or policies might precipitate 
what is known as “thrown off claim­ 
ing,” whereby the company refuses 
to pay further special salary until a 
sufficient number of substantial appll- 
cants are approved to off-set the can­ 
cellations. So it may seem expedi­ 
ent to the needful agent, to pay a dol­ 
lar for the current week, rather than 
to lose the prospect of receiving fifteen 
for the week following. He thereby 
borrows money from the company at 
a large rate of interest—one dollar for 
the loan of fifteen for one week—and 
if he wishes to retain this loan he 
must pay for the week following. 
Gradually but almost surely, It be­ 
comes a case of the “Spider and the 
Fly.” 
Unless he be an uncommonly good 
writer, or an exceptionally wary man, 
the Web tightens and his source of

5Iadame Jusserand is a most charit­ 
ably disposed woman and since her 
arrival in America has constantly but 
inconspicuously aided many causes. 
She has no children, but on several 
occasions she has given parties at her 
home for the French children residing 
at the national capital.

The lady is looking forward to hav­ 
ing the privilege of fitting up a new 
French Embassy at W ashington that 
will be in keeping with the dignity 
of our sister republic. For years the 
“branch office” of France in the 
United States was located In an old 
residence In W ashington that was at 
one time the home of Admiral Porter. 
Then a few years ago the French es­ 
tablishment was moved to the house 
owned by Bellamy Storer—the house 
which President Roosevelt leased just 
after his election as Vice-President 
and before he had any thought that 
he would be called upon to go to the 
White House when he took up his 
residence in the city on the Potomac.

The officials resort 
to many methods of intrigue to pre­ 
vent the real mission of t».e “arrears 
and advance” manipulations from be­ 
coming apparent to the agents, among 
which is the tacking of placards in the 
offices forbidding agents to pay on In­ 
surances which is beyond the com­ 
pany’s grnce period. To the experi­ 
enced agent t reads, “we know you 
will pay.” 
Why this subtle system of graft 
has remained almost unmolested for 
more than thirty years is a subject 
for conjecture.

moisture. But the big farm s are not 
prosperous. They are largely culti­ 
vated by tenants and are strangely 
devoid of features which make the 
true southwestern farm one of the 
most delightful home-spots in the 
world. The men on the land sell all 
they produce and buy nearly all they 
consume. And so they pay tribute 
to others “going and coming.” 
I have been visiting a farm in the 
Sacramento Valley which consists of 
one single acre of irrigated land and 
which makes a better home and larger 
net income for its owner than many 
of his neighbors enjoy on places of 
thousands of acres each. The little 
farm is at Orland, in Glen County, 
and is the property of a man named 
Samuel Cleeks, who has grown old 
and gray while tilling it for the past 
thirty years. 
_ 
5Ir. Cleeks tells "me that he has no 
difficulty whatever In making a com­ 
fortable living from this one acre of 
irrigated land. Not only so, but he is 
able to save an average of four hun­ 
dred dollars a year beside. He has 
money to loan, as well as fruit, vege­ 
tables and poultry products to sell to 
1 hose who are getting poorer every 
year in carrying on big farms without 
irrigation. I was so curious to know 
how he could get such good results 
from so small an area that I asked 
him to give me a list of what the 
place contained.

PACIFIC SQUADRON IS A MODEL 
FOR HANDLING THE GOVERN­ 
MENT’S TROOPS. 


Private Steam ship Companies Said 
to be Unequal to the Task oí Trans­ 
porting soldier Boys—The Cost is 
Greater. 
Along the Pacific Coast the army 
transport service in operation with the 
Philippines and intermediate points, is 
not regarded with favor. 
Private 
steamship companies covet the busi­ 
ness which is now being done by the 
dozen and a half vessels making up the 
transport fleet. 
During the last fiscal year the Sheri­ 
dan, Sherman, Thomas, Logan and 
Dix carried to Honolulu, Guam and 
Manila 31,000 passengers, 115.000 tons 
of freight, 800,863 pounds of United 
States mail, and §2,478,000 in United 
States money, besides a considerable 
amount of Philippine pesos coined in 
the San Francisco mint; and in Jan­ 
uary, 1900, the schedule was doubled, 
that is, instead of one sailing a month 
there are now two. 
The army prefers to do its own 
freijht and passenger business on 
e 
Pacific for the following reasons: 
Primarily, private companies secur­ 
ing contracts could not furnish the ser­ 
vice desired without specially con­ 
structed vessels, an expense which, 
though demonstrated absolutely neces­ 
sary by experience, they would not 
undertake owing to the uncertainty of 
the traffic. 
Secondly, the present service Is 
found more economical, the cost of 
operation last year amounted to $750,­ 
000 less than the lowest estimate pre­ 
sented by any of the private con­ 
cerns bidding for the business. 
Lastly, the exigencies of the service 
which might at any moment demand 
the rapid transportation of large ship­ 
ments of troops and supplies would 
necessitate the bolding in reserve of 
a considerable number of vessels, an 
Impossibility to a private steamship 
company which is forced by competi­ 
tion to operate with strictest economy. 
COMBINED COMFORT AND 
CAPACITY. 
In explanation of the first of these 
reasons—the average transport is a 
type of marine construction peculiarly 
individual. While exteriorly it has all 
the appointments of a modern ocean­ 
going steamer, it differs essentially in 
its interior arrangement. The trans­ 
portation of large numbers of troops 
across an ocean distance of 7,000 
miles, the greater part of this mileage 
lying within the tropics, demands the 
best possible ventilation and sanita­ 
tion. The sleeping accommodations 
for soldiers are between decks, and the 
entire space allotted for this purpose 
is often from end to end. 
Metal 
berths in tiers of three, one above the 
other, make the place 
resemble a 
giant honeycomb. Shower baths, read­ 
ing and recreation rooms are pro­ 
vided, and a regularly equipped hos­ 
pital with isolation wards is in charge 
of a surgeon and assistants drawn 
from the army 5Iedical Corps and the 
Hospital Corps. These quarters aro 


bark in fifteen days. Assuming thla 
ratio, it would require, to strike the 
first quick blow of a force correspond­ 
ing to our present military establish­ 
ment, the entire shipp g on the A t­ 
lantic and more than the entire ton­ 
nage of the Pacific.” It is doubt­ 
ful if any private line would care to 
hold enough ships in reserve to trans­ 
port two divisions on a fortnight’s 
notice. 
The Quartermaster General 
gave it, as his opinion that, “In view 
of the futile efforts of the Quarter­ 
master's Department to obtain suit­ 
able transports from the merchant 
marine in 1898 for the transportation 
of the army to Cuba, and of the 
further fact that when withdrawn 
from regular line service the trans­ 
ports can not be advantageously dis­ 
posed of, owing to their peculiar In­ 
terior construction, it would be wise 
policy to retain a sufficient number of 
boats as part of the equipment of the 
army, to be economically cared for and 
kept in such condition as to be prompt­ 
ly available for any emergency which 
may arise requiring the transportation 
of troops on the ocean.” Since the 
whisper of trouble in the Orient, two 
first class troopships have been held at 
anchor in 5Ianila Bay, and until Janu­ 
ary ail the freighters of the transport 
service were out of active service, with 
the exception of the Dix. 
PACIFIC FLEET A MODEL. 
The army has built up Its Pacific 
transport fleet after long and trying 
experience, and it is generally conced­ 
ed that the vessels are models of their 
kind. 
Representatives of foreign 
governments have asked for and re­ 
ceived copies of the specifications. 
The transportation of live stock has 
been fruitful of disasters. The first 
consignment of mules shipped to Man­ 
ila was a source of great anxiety. 
Every precaution was taken, a:id fi­ 
nally the fatal precaution of belly- 
banding the animals caused the loss of 
all but one, who became known In 
Manila as the hundred thousand dol­ 
lar Jack. The rest all died of the un­ 
accustomed exercise of swinging on 
their stomachs. 


LEARNS LANGUAGES IN JAIL. 
Berkmann, Who Triad to Kill Henry 
C. Frick, Becom es Linguist. 
When Alexander Berkmann left th® 
Allegheny County prison in 5Iay last, 
after having served fifteen years for 
an attem pt to kill Henry C. Frick, 
the coke and steel magnate, he found 
himself able to converse fluently in 
eight languages. 
The years behind prison bars lave 
converted him from an avowed an­ 
archist to a student and philosopher. 
5Iany persons have forgotten both 
Berkmann and his crime, yet they 
startled the nation during the days of 
the great Homestead strike of 1892. 
Mr. Frick was one of the managers of 
the steel industry when it grappled In 
the gigantic struggle with its work­ 
men. Berkm anj was so radical, at 
the other end of the scale, that he 
was classed as a leading anarchist. 
During the excitement of the indus­ 
trial controversy Berkmann found his 
way into the Pittsburg offices of Mr. 
Frick, reached that magnate’s pres­ 
ence and shot him twice, then attempt- 
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not such as are provided for steer­ 
age passengers on the Pacific, and if 
vessels so equipped were owned and 
operated by a private line, that line 
would be long in getting rid of them, 
should the army be suddenly recalled 
from the Islands. Furthermore, the 
army transport must carry a battery 
of rapid fire guns in her bows, some­ 
thing for which private steamship 
companies have very little use. 
The second argument advanced by 
the adherents of the present system 
needs no comment. 
The third and last contention Is 
best supported by a report made on 
January 14 of this year by the Gen­ 
eral Staff of the Army to the Senate 
Committee on Merchant Marine, in 
which it was stated that “to embark 
a division would require ten 6.500-ton 
ships and nine 5.500-ton ships. With 
the strength of the regular army two 
divisions could be made ready to em­

ger.

In course of time he mastered the 
Slavic, Polish and Hungarian lan­ 
guages. and also acquired a good gen­ 
eral knowledge of Italian, Spanish and 
French.

DIPLOMAT’S WIFE MEDDLING. 


Ambitious American Woman Inter­ 
fered in Affairs of S tate. 
The ambitions of Mrs. 
Bellamy 
Storer for the promotion of her hus­ 
band, formerly United Strtes am bas­ 
sador to Austria-Hungary, are now 
blamed for his removal from the diplo­ 
matic service of the United States. 
It is claimed that Mrs. Storer's ambi­ 
tion was so intense that she not only 
tried to bring pressure to bear on the 
1 resident for the advancement of her 
husband, but that her personal desire 
to have another American cardinal be­ 
came objectionable.

how improper it would be for him to 
advocate the selection by the Pope of 
any person for any place.

Capons and Caponixlng. 
* 
B y C H A R L E S J . P IL L IN G . 
Capons are aptly termed the “finest 
chicken meat in the world,” for there 
is nothing growing feathers which Is 
their superior, if equal. 
A capon is 
neither rooster nor hen—It Is nothing 
else than a capon. 
After removing 
the organs of reproduction from the 
cockerel, Its nature becomes entirely 
changed. 
The birds take on a more 
rapid growth, are more tame, awkward 
in carriage aud always exceedingly 
lazy; they grow a very heavy and 
beautiful plumage, the 
comb and 
wattles cease to grow, the spurs do 
not develop as in the cockerel, and 
being cast off by both rooster and hen 
the capon soon shows a fondness for 
the society of little chicks. 
BEST TIME TO CAPONIZE. 
Fowls hatched any time of the year 
make fine capons; no 111 results follow 
the operation at any time in the year. 
The bird should be from two to three 
months old (not over six months) and 
weigh not less than a pound to a pound 
and a half. 
The size is equally as 
important as the age. 
April, May, 
June, July, August, September aud 
October are the months generally taken 
for caponizing, for the reason that 
spring chickens arrive a t the proper 
age and weight for the operation dur­ 
ing these months, also because cock­ 
erels caponized then reach at the 
proper age and weight for market dur-

boy ten years old can readily perform 
the operation, and any one can soon 
become an expert 
To the poultry raiser it can be said 
that there is no source of profit bring­ 
ing larger returns for the outlay than 
raising capons, the profit in a great 
majority of cases being over 100 per 
cent 
The question of assured profit 
is an all-convincing argument in any 
line and pre-eminently so to the poul- 
trymen whose losses are added to from 
various unlooked for sources. 
DIRECTIONS FOR CAPONIZING. 
From 
twenty-four 
to 
thirty-five 
hours before performing the operation, 
select such cockerels as you intend to 
caponize (these should be from two to 
four months old) confining them in a 
clean airy coop or room without 
food or water. The best time to con­ 
fine them is at early morning, as their 
long fast will then end about noon of 
the following day, at which time the 
operation is performed. 
Should the 
day be cloudy or wet do not caponize 
them, but let the operation go until 
you have a bright and fair day. 
It 
is necessary that you have all the 
light possible in the matter. 
Now 
after slightly wetting the spot proceed 
to turn down the feathers from the 
upper part of the last two ribs and 
just in front of the thigh joint. 
Pull the flesh on the side down to­ 
ward the hip, and when the operation 
is finished the cut between the ribs 


Celery for the Home Garden. 
The waning of summer acts as a 
gentle reminder to the home gardener, 
that in order to have a crop of celery for 
winter use, it is desirable to get the 
plants into the ground before August 
has too far advanced. 
If the celery 
seed has been sown in April or May, 
the young plants should, by August 
first, be In proper shape for trans­ 
planting. 
If this has not been done, 
stocky plants may be obtained at the 
seed store. 
Celery culture, to be successful 
must rely upon deep soil, the deeper 
the better, for thereby the roots are 
not dried out as is the case where 
the tiny rootlets come close to the 
surface in a mad search for moisture. 
Celery plants require that the roots 
be cool, with plenty of water—but not 
stagnant water. 
It is considered ad­ 
visable, therefore, before planting, to 
prepare the ground thoroughly and 
deeply. 
Having the ground In good, work­ 
able condition, the next step is plant­ 
ing out 
The easiest way to do this 
is to make a six-inch deep furrow, 
filled in with three inches of fine 
well-rotted manure of rich compost 
The furrow is then filled in nearly 
level with the surface with good soil 
mixed with manure.

blanching celery may be selected for 
the home garden, and this should be 
planted in rows two and a half feet 
apart, and not closer than six inches 
in the row. The tall sorts take up a 
good deal of room in the garden. 
The best day for planting celery is 
a dull one, when the sun will not 
have a chance to bum the roots of 
the young plants. It might be well to 
soak these before removing from the 
seedbed or box, so that the roots will 
more quickly mingle with the soil in 
the new home. Another good plan is 
to trim off the tops—say one-third— 
and dip the roots in water. As a re­ 
sult of this the plants will send out 
strong healthy roots, before throwing 
energy into the tops.

FROPER INSTRUMENTS.

To Determine Length of Day. 
By a simple rule the length of the 
day and night at any time of the year 
may be ascertained.

2. That the men who want such 
homes should be aided to get them by 
an organization which should work 
solely for the benefit of the Home- 
seeker and aid him in every possible 
way to get the best quality of land in 
small tracts for the lowest possible 
price with perfect titles and water 
rights. 
3. That the success of the Home- 
seekers who secure those homes should 
be promoted through an organization 
which would plan to aid in building 
village communities where the highest 
possible advantages of education, co­ 
operation and social life and the piost 
attractive rural environment would 
surround the homes and be a part of the 
home life of the residents of the vil­ 
lage. 
To carry into practical operation 
these three great ideas, three separate 
organizations were in turn pianned 
and formed by George H. Maxwell. 
The first idea was carried out through 
The National Irrigation Association, 
which conducted a great campaign for 
national irrigation resulting in the en­ 
actment of the National Irrigation Act 
In June, 1903. 
The second Idea was formulated and 
put Into working operation through 
the organization of the Rural Settle­ 
ments Association. 
The third idea has been embodied 
in an organization recently formed 
called the Homecrofters’ Gild of the 
Talisman, an account of which was 
given in the last issue of this paper. 
In each of these associations Mr. 


association known as the Salt River 
Valley Water Users Association. That 
Association contracted with the nation­ 
al government for the construction 
under the National Irrigation Act of 
the great Tonto Reservoir which is 
now being built on Salt River. 
Some 70 miles above Phoenix, and 
what was once an almost inaccessible 
region, visited only by the murderous 
Apaches and the old-times outlaws, 
the Salt River and its tributary, Tonto 
Creek, emerge from a frowning can­ 
yon. Here 2,000 men are at work on 
the great Tonto dam. 
This huge 
structure will rise 284 feet above the 


will be developed for use by the resi­ 
dents of the lands irrigated in the 
Valley below from the reservoir, for 
pumping water for irrigation and other 
purposes. 
The work on this stu­ 
pendous government structure is being 
pushed forward with all practicable 
haste. It is believed that in less than 
two years from to-day the water from 
the reservoir will be flowing into the 
canal of the Salt River Valley. 
In 
much less time than that the govern­ 
ment will be furnishing electric power 
for running the pumping plants of the 
farmers in the valley and furnishing 
electric power for all the purposes for 
which power from this source can be 
used. 
SMALL GARDEN FARM TRACTS 
More than a year ago Mr. Maxwell 
conceived the idea that the highest and 
best use to which the lands under this 
great government irrigation system 
could be devoted was that they should 
be subdivided into small tracts for 
garden farming, berry culture and the 
growing of small fruits, melons, and 
other products of intensive cultivation. 
The raising of poultry in all its 
branches would of course be one of 
the most profitable adjuncts of these 
intensively cultivated garden farms. 
In the past this character of land cul­ 
ture has not been practicable in the 
Salt River Valley because of the fact 
that at the season of the year when 
the water was most needed, there be­ 
ing no reservoir, the river was at its 
lowest stage, and the supply of water 
the shortest. 
All this will be changed 
by the construction of the Tonto Basin 
Reservoir. 
Believing that the first practical 
demonstration of the profits to be de­ 
rived from garden farms of this class 
should be so organized as to embody

So that by no human possibility can 
the occupant of one of these garden 
farms fail to have an abundant water 
supply whenever needed and to what­ 
ever extent the water may be required. 
The Salt River Valley is in the cen­ 
tral part of Arizona and the summer 
climate is of course hot; but with such 
land as that embraced in the tract re­ 
ferred to, with the ampie and unfail­ 
ing supply of water for its cultivation, 
the summer heat and long growing 
season make it possible to practically 
engage in hot house culture out of 
doors, and to mature crops so rapidly 
that four or five or even more of some 
crops a year may be produced from the 
same land. This makes possible a 
profit per acre from truck gardening 
and berry culture and the raising of 
small fruits, combined with poultry 
raising on the same place, that will 
yield a profit per acre wholly unob­ 
tainable in a more rigorous climate. 
The miners and great mining camps 
of the Southwest furnish an unsur 
passed market for all the products of 
such garden farms as those proposed 
on this tract of land.

GREAT IRRIGATION DAM. 
After the passage of the National 
Irrigation Act, Mr. Maxwell spent 
several months in the Salt River Val­ 
ley aiding in the work of organizing 
the land owners of that Valley into an

This lake will hold 15 
times as much as the 8 million dol­ 
lar Croton reservoir, which has just 
been constructed to supply New York 
City with water, and it will hold more 
than the great Assouan dam across the 
Nile. Many of the day laborers on this 
work are Apache Indians, now peace­ 
ful remnants of Geronimo’s wild band. 
A Power Canal has been taken out 
above the reservoir which will carry 
the water around the mountain side 
above the level of this artificial lake, 
to a point just below the dam, where 
it will be dropped over in a water­ 
fall 200 feet to the power house.

r every possible advantage and safe­ 
guard, Mr. Maxwell employed two of 
the most expert agriculturists in the 
Salt River Valley, whose long resi­ 
dence there and familiarity with the 
country peculiarly qualified them to 
select land to the best advantage.
